The two buildings, ‘expected 
ta cost about $6 million each,

They will alleviate over- 
crowded classroom .and labora- 
tory conditions which required 
thé campus to limit enrollment 
to 13,700, 

Gov. Ogilvie commented:

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Politics Dominates’ 
Labor Day Speeches 


It was Labor Day, not elec- 
tion day. 

But 1972 is an election year. 
And, if September comes, can 
November be far behind? 

Officials and would-be of- 
ficials seemed to be every- 
where during the Labor 
Day weekend, all applaud- 
ing the working men and 
women of America — and 
indirectly or directly asking 
for voters’ support. - 

Labor leaders, mean- 
while, voiced a number of 
political comments. 

President Richard M. Nixon, 
apparently pulling steadily to 
the front in his re-election. bid, 
said in a Labor Day statement 
in California that the tradition- 
al American work ethic is be- 
ing threatened by advocates of 
a welfare ethic that “destroys 
character and leads to a vicious 
cycle of dependency.” 

He continued, “We are faced 
this year 4ith a choice between 
the work ethic that built this 
nation’s character and the new 
welfare ethic that could cause 
the American character to 
weaken. 

“This year, you are not only 
going to choose the kind of 
leadership you: want,‘ but what 
kind of people Americans will 
be—the fundamental difference 
is between those who believe in 
the ‘good life’ under the work 
€thic afid those who seek the 

y life.’ 

In his 2,500-word statement, 
President Nixon cited economic 
indicators which he said prove 
the nation “is on the road to 
the Kind of real prosperity that 
will last

There are four questions 
to ask of any problem, Lin- 
den said: What’s wrong? 
What is its cause? Is there 
a cure? What’s the cure? 

Hatred is what is wrong, 
Linden said—hatred born of 
fear and anxiety. 

In explaining the cure, he 
addressed himself first to the 
older_members of his audience. 

“Our mothers bore twins — 
ourselves and fear,” he told 
them. 

“We were born and nouri$hed 
on fear. We were afraid of 
starving, of the Japanese, the 
Nazis, the Chinese, the Rus- 
sians. But there is one nice 
thing. about fear. Fear is fo- 
cused. You know what you 
fear.” 

To the graduates, he, said, 
“When you were born your 
parents had - quintuplets—your- 
self and anxiety. Why are you 
anxious when we were only 
fearful? Linden asked. 

Linden maintained it is ‘‘be- 
cause thé worlds beyond the 
generational one have been ac- 
celerating tremendously. 

“With mass media imploding 
upon us, we are suffering from 
future shock. We parents, saw 
the airplanes fly. You gradu- 
ates see men on the moon, 
monks burning in your living 
rooms. 

“Change’ itself has 
changed. Faced with un- 
certainty, the ego inflates 
and distorts the world it 
creates. 

“We suffer from nostalgia 
for the future. We are all 


— young and old alike — 

driving furiously into tomor- 

row while watching the rear- 
view mirror. The balloon of 
ego wants everything to be 

as it was.” . 

The cause of fear and an- 
xiety is ignorance, Linden said 
—ignorance of the differences 
between fear and ‘anxiety and, 
above all, ignorance of the fact 
that both fear and anxiety have 
the same base. 

“Both are born from the ac- 
celeration of change and our 
swollen egos which, have made 
all lived worlds complex and 
uncertain. 

“‘We must relax,” Linden said, 
“and accept uncertainty. We 
must ,deflafe, somewhat, our 
infantile egos and learn to trust 
uncertainty. 

“Nothing can be transformed 
unless it is accepted. Since we 
cannot change change, we must 
change out attitudes toward it. 

“The only thing we can do 
with the insecurity of this world 
is trust it,’ the SIUE philoso- 
pher said. “If we cannot trust 
‘what is the case, then how can 
wwe trust our mistrust? 

“When things become rought,”” 
he advised the graduates, “and 
you are wandering around at 
four in the morning smoking 
sawdust cigarettes and wonder- 
ing if any of it is. worthwhile, 
maybe you can remember an- 
other saying from Sidhartha. 

“Seeing one of his. disciples 
depressed,-he said to him, ‘Re- 
member, Ananda, he who feels 
puncture must previously have 
been a bubble.”,””

Look and Listen’ and ‘cut-out 
doll, “Chucky Clothes Con- 
scious,” whom the youngsters 
are to dress each day in cloth- 
ing ‘safety-coordinated with the 
weather.

My 57-year-old wife is com- 
pletely disabled. Can she draw 
monthly cash payments on my 
record?

A. She will not be eligible for 
benefits as your wife until she’s 
62 whether or not disabled. 
However, if she worked under 
Social Security herself she may 
be eligible for disability pay- 
ments now based on her own 
earnings. She should call a So- 
cial Security office for more in- 
formation.

Bruker Urging 
Environment as 
New Study Area 


More students must be in- 
volved in environmental studies 
if an “environmental ethic” is 
to \be created, according to a 
survey of environmental edu- 
cation programs in Illinois and, 
Missouri: high schools by ‘a 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville faculty, member. 

The survey was conducted by 
Robert M. Bruker, director of 
admissions and records: and an 
Education Division instructor. 
He studied environmental pro- 
grams jin 60-high schools in cen- 

‘al and southern Illinois and in 
St. Louis-St. Louis County. 

“Only 12%, of the 84,923 stu- 
dents enrolled in the high 
schools of the: sample were 

irticipating *in environmental 
programs,” he said. ‘‘More stu- 
dents must be involved if the 
schools are to realize a goal of 
creating an environmental 
ethic.” 

Bruker said the lowest degree 
of participation was in inner- 
city schools, with about 6% of 
students involved. Student par- 
ticipation in other categories— 
rural, suburban and urban 
schools—averaged -about 14%, 

“Among inner-city school 
personifél, there was a_general 
climate of unconcern for envir- 
onmental studies programs,” 
he found. “This wasn’t a de- 
nial of the existence of ecologi- 
cal problems, nor of their im- 
portance; ratherit was a feel- 
ing that as contemporary social 
issues, they were being over- 
emphasized."* 

Bruker found’ that, in sample 
schools, environmental educa- 
tion experience often were. vi- 
carious ones gained | through 
lectures, films .and textbooks. 
However, 23 high schools in- 
cluded out-of-school projects in 
their programs. 

“The schools were making 
poor use of off-campus study 
ites available to them,” he 
said. “Each of the sample 
schools is within 30 minutes to 
one hour of natural sites which 
could be used in environmental 
education programs,

‘In Its General Fund 


Because costs and expenses 
have been higher than  antici- 
pated when this year’s budget 
was prepared, Madison ,County 
is facing a possible deficit in 
its general corporate fund with 
the possibility of layoffs and 
cuts in service.

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Substantial College Aid by 
Health-Education Dept.

Washington — Virtually every 
university in the United States 
has a key to the U, S. Treas 
ury. 

nancial problems of the na- 
tion's institutions of higher 
learning have grown so rapidly 
that there is no longer,a ques- 
tion of whether the federal gov- 
ernment should. help. 

‘The questions have become: 
What form should the aid take? 
How much should be paid? 

The agency charged with 
passing out the money is the 
Department of Health, Educa- 
tionand Welfare. 

Analysis of federal spending 
on education shows that in the 
fiscal year 1971, HEW handed 
out §2.5 billion of the total $3.8 
billion spent by the U. S. 
ernment on educational aid at 
the college and university level 

There is every indication 
that the federal ante for 
higher education will in- 
crease in the 1970s, 

“The department, through its 
Office of Education, admin- 
isters a number of programs to 
support higher education and 
thus keep costs to parents and 
students from rising further,’’ 
said an HEW spokesman. 

“Student aid programs are 
also offered to help persons of 
limited means.”" 

Grants to support instruction 
in agriculture, mechanical arts, 
English, mathematics, science 
and economics are made to 
land-grant colleges and univer- 
sities under legislation’ dating 
from 1872. 

Other federal funds are pro- 
vided for the construction and 
improvement of classrooms, 
laboratories and similar facili- 
ties. 

Grants also are made for 
higher education planning and 
evaluation training.

Increase in Students 
Getting »Free Lunches 


Copley News Service 


Springfield — Between 35,000 
and 50,000 more school children 
in Illinois are expected to take 
part in the state’s free lunch 
program during the present 
school year under liberalized 
eligibility standards - now in 
effect. 

Robert Ohlzen, director of 
school food services in the af- 
fice of Superintendent Michael 
J. Bakalis, said that between 

,000 and 350,000 children are 
expected to receive free lunch- 
es this year, compared to 
slightly less than 300,000 last 
year 

Under the, new. standards, a 
family of four which last year 
was only eligible if family in- 
come was $3,940 or dess, this 
year will qualify for the pro- 
gram if income is $4,680. 

A family of five this year will 
qualify if income is $5,380. or 
less, Compared to $4,350 or less 
last_year, 

The scale continues to move 
upward, to a family of 12, which 
will .still qualify with ‘an in- 
come of $9,610, compared to 
maximum of $8,080 last ye 
Ohlzen said. 

School districts receive 46 
cents in cash from the fed- 
eral government, 15 cents 
in cash from the state, and 
food commodities with a 
market value of seven to 
nine cents for each free 
meal served, plus six cents 
cash and the commodities 
for each paid lunch served. 
Last year, Ohlzen said, more 

than 900,000 type A meals were 
served each school day in the 
state, 

A type A meal is one which 
nutritionists feel meets one-half 
to one-third of a child's mini- 
mum daily nutrition require- 
ments 

This means it must include 
two ounces of protein rich food- 
stuffs, six ounces of fruits, veg- 
elables or a combination of 
these, a slice of bread or serv- 
ing of rolls, a teaspoon of butter" 
or enriched margarine and a 
half pint of whole milk. 

“The school Ich program is 
one of the few federal programs

Ogilvie Hails Bill fo 


Aid Rural Communities *~ 


Gov. Richard B. Qgilvie on 
Thursday hailed the President's 
approval -of the Rural Develop- 
ment Act. 

The bill ‘was approved in San 
Clemente, Calif. It sets a ceil- 
ing authorization of nearly $1 
billion a year for aid to rural 
communities. Ogilvie comment- 
ed at SIUE. 


“I have asked members of 
my special Cabinet on’ Rural 
Development to confer imme- 
diately with their. counterparts 
in the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, where 
control of the program is 
lodged. 

“The provisions of this far: 
reaching legislation are so‘ nu- 
merous and have such potential 
for our smaller Illinois towns 
and areas that intense work on 
our part will be required to 
get maximum aid for Illinois. 

“The bill basically seeks to 
improve job opportunities, so- 
cial conditions and government 
services in the areas that are 
losing their young people to the 
cities. 

“Its aims are precisely thos 
we have pursed in Illinois in 
an effort to make our small 
towns and rural areas far more 
attractive and viable places in 
which to live. 

“Congress, by this act, sets 
only the ceiling: levels on avail- 
able funds. We will work hard 
to ensure thdt the required ap- 
propriation bills are passed 
without delay.”” 

The uct provides a ceiling 
level of $500 million a year in 
new grant programs for towns 
of less than 10,000 population, 
but permits bysiness and_in- 
dustrial loans in towns of as 
much a 50,000 population.

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Other new or expanded pro- 
visions include: 

Tripling the present $100. mil- 
lion a year program of céMmu- 
nity grants for water and waste 
disposal, and doubling the pres- 
ent $15 million limit on plan- 
ning grants in these areas. 

A new pilot rural fire protec- 
tion program, for $7. million a 
year. 


Research Program 

A three-year research. project 
to be conducted by land-grant 
colleges on ways to improve ru- 
ral standards of living.

Loans to farmers to finance 
seasonal operations can be 
made for as much as $50,000, 
instead of the current limit of 
$35,000. 

The act’s major provisions 
are aimed at attracting new 
businesses and industries: to ru- 
ral areas through low-cost, 
guaranteed loan programs. 

Although administration is in 
Agriculture, the Department of 
Labor has 60 days to overrule 
proposed loans if the industries 
are being “pirated” from other 
areas *
